TRAILED FOR YEAR 


Counterfeiters Float Bonds 
Over Country; Caught 
in the Act.

The bodies of two men in a high 
state off decomposition, believed to 
be Daniels and Richards, 
missing 
victims af the Morhouse mob last 
August, was found this 
morning 
near Eastland Ferry on Lake La­ 
fourche, which separates Morhouse

Richland 
parishes, 
according 
to the special correspondent of the 
Shreveport Journal. The limbs of 
the dead men were tied with wire. 
They cam e to the surfac© as the 
result of a big charge of dyna­ 
mite set off last night by uniden­ 
tified persons. 
T he bodies were nude except 
for belts 
and a 
portion 
of the 
trousers. One m an’s head was gone. 
It is thought that those who used 
the explosion left w ithout knowing 
the bodies had come to the sur­ 
face.

Owing to the condition of the 
bodies it is believed it will be dif­ 
ficult to remove them , and also 
th at identification will be difficult 
unless there are m arks on the ibelts. 
The Journal correspondent arriv­ 
ed a t the lake ferry this m orning 
en route on a trip across the lake.

Statewide Boil Survey. 
Stillwater, Okla.—Thirty thousand 
dollars for a statewide soil survey, 
$24,000 for the establishment of soil 
field experiments in various sec­ 
tions of the state and additional 
funds for salaries sufficient to make 
it possible to employ more full-time 
experts without having to depend al­ 
most entirely upon men who are req­ 
uired to devote half or more than 
half of their time to teaching sub­ 
jects in the A. and M. College are 
the outstanding features 
of 
the 
budget which C. T. Dowell, director, 
Will ask in appropriations of the 
ninth legislature for the improve­ 
ment of the Oklahoma Experiment 
Station. 
The 
appropriations, 
if 
voted, 
Would be divided, one-half for each 
year of the next biennium. 
Concerning the two largest items 
in the budget, the soil survey and 
ioil field experiments, "I am asking 
for something I think we have neg­ 
lected,’' * Mr. Dowell said, 
“ some­ 
thing that should have been start­ 
ed twenty-five or thirty years ago. 
“There is nothing, in my opinion 
that is of more importance looking 
toward a permanent and profitable 
agriculture in this state than to 
know what kind of soils we have 
and which are suitable for one pur­ 
pose and which are suitable for an­ 
other. Hie soil field experiments, 
for which I am asking appropria­ 
tions, might be considered a part of 
the soil survey in that fertilisers, 
rotations and other tests would be 
Carried on in these fields to de­ 
termine the needs of the different 
types of soils that have been mapped 
out by the soil survey. These two 
pieces of work go hand in hand 
and the survey is not of maximum 
value unless the field experiments 
arc carried on with it. 
~ Altogether, including soil survey, 
ioil 
field 
experiments, 
additional 
salaries, additional departments and 
hew equipment, the Experiment Sta­ 
tion budget calls for appropriations

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Modern telephone Instrument Very Unlike Bell , 
Devices of Which It Is The Direct Descendant 


Doctor Bell's first telephone, built 
over night by Thomas A. Watson, ac­ 
cording to Bell’s directions, was the 
outcome of his fortunate discovery on 
June 2, 1875, while experimenting with 
the harmonic telegraph. 
It is com­ 
monly known as the “gallows tree" 
type. This form was quickly followed 
by others and the telephone which was 
deposited at the Washington patent 
office on which patents were granted 
on Mardi IO, 1876, differs radically in 
form from the first telephone. 
Like­ 
wise the Centennial telephone of the 
magneto type which won for Bell the 
recognition 
of 
the 
scientific 
world 
differed widely in appearance from the 
'earlier types. 
I 
fhese first telephones were hardly 
'adapted for general use and the de­ 
mand for telephones resulted in the 
“box" telephone which Dr. Bell used in 
his public demonstrations and which 
jwere the first telephones in general 
commercial use. 
The box tdephone 
however, was dumsy and it was soon 
(succeeded by the hand telephone which 
was used both as a transmitter and 
{receiver. The hand telephone was fol­ 


lowed by the magneto telephone of 
which 
many different models 
were 
brought out, each a progressive step 
in the direction of greater utility and 
economy in production. 
Since' 18T7 
there have been in use fifty-three dif­ 
ferent types and styles of receivers and 
seventy'-three types and styles of trans­ 
mitters. Tile modern, common battery 
Bell telephone set has 130 parts. 
The standard transmitter now in use 
in the Bell System, is the result of in­ 
tensive development work which has 
been carried on since the invention of 
the solid back transmitter in 1890. 
The containing case for the instrument 
is made of heavy brass and is finished 
with a special japan. 
The case is 
made heavy in order to withstand the 
severe treatment which it receives at 
times and the finish is special in that 
the japan presents a tough and durable 
surface which resists wear and gives 
the instrument a good appearance even 
after months of hard service. 
The mouthpiece is so designed as to 
receive the voice waves with maximum 
efficiency and condense them upon the 
diaphragm in an effective way. The 


resonating chamber in front of the 
diaphragm and back of the grid in the 
mouthpiece is so proportioned as to 
give the maximum result as regards 
articulation and volume. The grid acts 
as a guard against injury to the 
diaphragm. 
If the location of this 
grid be changed one way or toe other, 
or if the sire of the openings be varied, 
a corresponding change in the quality 
and volume of the transmitted voice 
will be noticed. The diaphragm is sup­ 
ported at its rim on practically a knife 
edge in order that it may respond 
freely and accurately to the voice 
waves throughout its entire diameter. 
The most important part of the 
transmitter is Hie carbon cell or cur­ 
rent varying element. This cell con­ 
tains the granular carbon and the back 
and front electrodes. 
The back elec­ 
trode is fixed or solid, hence the name 
“solid back." Tile movable front elec­ 
trode is mounted upon a thin mica 
diaphragm which serves as a support 
and also closes the chamber containing 
the granular carbon. 
All of the parts 
of this part of the instrument are held 
to dimensions which vary only by .OOI 


inch. The granular carbon which lies 
betwreen the two electrodes is made 
from coal obtained from a particular 
vein in a certain mine. This coal is re­ 
duced 
to 
granular 
form, 
passed 
through sieves, roasted at high tem­ 
peratures, and carefully tested before 
it is accepted for use in the transmit­ 
ter. Unless the finished product meets 
the requirements of resistance, articu­ 
lation and volume, it is rejected. 
The front electrode of the carbon 
cell is held in contact with the center 
of the diaphragm by means of a strong 
spring. This spring serves three pur­ 
poses: it keeps the front electrode in 
unyielding contact with the diaphragm, 
it carries the current to the front elec­ 
trode, and it also serves as a damper 
upon the diaphragm to suppress ab­ 
normal or undesirable vibrations which 
w'ould react unfavorably Upon the op­ 
eration of the instrument. Each trans­ 
mitter is tested carefully before it 
leaves the factory and laboratory tests 
are constantly being made id check up 
on the efficiency and life o f‘Die instru­ 
ment.
